fuppofe  you  fc.off.  But  Guy  djd  fo  be-labour  him, that 
mflead  of  caking  off  hft  Head,  he  fet  Spurs  to  Horfe, 
and  fled  to  fave  his  own  :  Then  not  a  Man  durft 
ftir,  buf  Ga/  hearing  they  had  a  General  iti  Town, 
{they  call  d  him  mighty  Souldain)  goes  and  chal¬ 
lenges  him,  and  dares  him  to  his  Face :  The  Soul- 
Jain  with  a  flaring  Look;  teply’d,  Thou  Chriftian 
Slave,  who  like  a  Dog  I  (corn.  I’ll  chaftize*thee  with 
fitee,.  W  ith  that  attach  other  they  ran, their  Launces 
broken  and  each  forfook  his  Horfe,  and  betook  them 
to  their  Swords :  Guy  ftruck  filch  forcible  blows,
